SECTION 6 OF AN ORDINANCE 
ENTITLED "THE SALE AND REG- 
ULATION OF ALCOHOLIC LIQ- 
UORS" OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, ILLINOIS, AS AMEND- 
ED 

_BE„lT_ORDAlNED BY ^THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, ILLINOIS: . 

SECTION 1. That Section 6 en- 
titled "Classification — Fees" of 
Chapter 45 of ah ordinance relating 
to the sale and regulation of alco- 
holic liquors, as amended, be and 
the same is hereby further amend- 
ed as follows: 

Section 6. Classification — Fees. 
Licenses may be issued and shall 
be classified and the fees therefor 
shall be as follows: 

Class "G" License, which author- 
izes the retail sale, but not for con- 
sumption on the premises, where 
soldh of beer as hereinbefore de- 
fined, and no other alcoholic' liquor. 
The annual fee for such license is 
Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollar?). 
The maximum number of Class "G" 
Licenses shall be two (2). 

A retail liquor dealer's license 
permits the .sale of -alcoholic liquor 
and/or beer only in premises des- 
cribed in the application and license. 
Such location may be changed only 
upon the written permit to make 
such change issued by the Mayor. 
No change of location shall be per- 
mitted unless the proposed new 
location is a proper one for the 
retail sale of alcoholic liquor and/or 
beer under the laws of this state 
and tiie ordinances of this Village. 
SECTION 2. All ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed.
